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Christian Realism 


By VESPER OTTMER WARD 


Not long since being a Christian was regarded as a typically innocuous 
mode of respectable living. We pointed to the unreality with which the 
_ Christian of our day reads the story of the heroism and devotion of Christians 
of the first century. We assumed that the day of martyrs had passed. Chris- 
tian leaders argued that Christianity had so far permeated our modern culture 
that the program of the Church from now on must consist in constructive 
cooperation with the institutions of modern society—government, business, 
education, philanthropy, social service and missions— in multiplying the 
benefits which we now enjoy under a Christian civilization. To insist that 
Christianity in its Apostolic, historic, and sacramental meaning is crucial to 
the life of humanity was to be regarded as hopelessly out of date. 


Today, our former belief in automatic progress toward the millennium has 
been discredited. The World War and the economic and political crises 
growing out of it have revealed a tremendous gulf between Christianity and 
the world order. In fact anyone who reads the signs of the times knows that 
modern civilization is positively hostile to Christianity. The Christian Church 
now finds itself confronted by demonic principalities and powers in the 
totalitarian pretensions of the state, in the illusion with which modern learning 
has deceived the human spirit, and in the false religion of pietism and 
philanthropy. This age portrays St. Paul’s description of the conflict between 
the Church and the World. There is no longer any reason an thinking of 
Christianity in terms of unreality. 


This does not mean that we are to run | away from the world but that we 
must take our stand upon Calvary. Reconstruction and Advance is the demand 
of the hour. But Reconstruction and Advance must begin in the minds and 
the hearts of Churchmen, We must experience a renewal of insight into the 
meaning of the Christian faith. We must become new creatures in Christ 
Jesus. Then the rebuilding of our broken altars will be achieved and the 
healing balm of the gospel will knit up the sinful and broken hearts of 
humanity into fellowship with God. But there can be no redemption apart 
from the voluntarily accepted pain of the Cross. 
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An Appeal from the Presiding Bishop 


I wish to commend to your special attention this statement from the 
National Council regarding -the Reconstruction and Advance Fund. This 
effort was begun in the firm conviction that it was our answer to God’s call 
to the Church for cooperation in the achievement of His purpose for our 
times. Subsequent developments have strengthened this conviction and have 
also greatly enlarged the extent of the need. Particularly is this true of the 
need for aid to sister Churches in Europe and for relief of sufferers in war 
areas. We must go far beyond our original goal of five million dollars if 
the Church is to respond adequately to God's call. Success in doing this 
depends upon the whole-hearted cooperation of all. I am sure that you will 


be eager to give the kind of cooperation that is suggested in this statement.

Success or Failure? 


A Statement from the National Council, Concerning 
the Reconstruction and Advance Fund 


Success will require the earnest and 


united effort of every Bishop, clergy- 


man, and lay person in the Church. 

If our Episcopal Church is to do 
its share in the reconstruction of a 
wartorn world we must not only raise 
the $5,000,000 set as as minimum 
goal but we must largely oversub- 
scribe the Fund. When the objective 


_ Of the Fund was adopted a year ago, 


the end of the war was not in sight. 
Europe, the Philippines, and a large 
part of China were occupied by the 
enemy. Now we are learning the true 
extent of the damage wrought. From 
the Churches in Europe and Asia 


comes an appeal to the Churches in 


America for aid amounting to more 
than $7,000,000. The share of our 
Church is figured at ten per cent or 
$700,000. Of this $200,000 can be 
obtained outside of the Reconstruc- 
tion and Advance Fund. The Na- 


tional Council has voted that ten per 


cent of the amount raised shall be 


given to the relief of these stricken 
fellow Christians. This is a new 
item. The Council estimates that 
$8,800,000 is needed to meet the 
known needs.

Reconstruction and 
Advance Notes 

The Chinese Church's thirteen Dio- 
ceses had 79,000 members in 1937 
when the war began; an increase of 
172 per cent since 1915. In those 
twenty-two years, the number of 
clergy increased from 108 to 280. 
Offerings given by the Chinese 
Church people were $54,000 in 1915; 
$171,000 in 1936. As the Church 
reassembles after nearly a decade of 
devastating war, surely nothing will 
give its leaders more courage and 
cheer than the knowledge that their 
fellow Churchmen in North America 
and Great Britain are ready and wait- 
ing to help them go ahead. 

Few Church agencies have done 
so much as the Church’s Army and 
Navy Commission. The demand 
for chaplains has been continuously 
greater than the number available.

Here is another place in which the

But, there are 80 families in San 
Carlos and it is frankly impossible for 
the Rector at Redwood City to shep- 
herd this large group who can, doubt- 
less within the next few years, with 
full-time pastoral oversight, be able 
to establish a strong mission locally.

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IV. PARK-MERCED IN 
SAN FRANCISCO 


Anyone who has travelled along © 


Nineteenth Avenue and Junipero 
Serra Boulevard must have been im- 
pressed with the amount of construc- 
tion of substantial and well-built 
houses, including the vast enterprise 
known as Park-Merced, constructed 
by the New York Life Insurance 
Company. It lies just south of College 
City, the future location of San Fran- 
cisco State College. Already, one of 
the chaplains has located a number of 
Episcopal families in this ‘develop- 
ment and takes them, on Sundays, to 
his military chapel within the City 
Limits. He has made a survey for the 
Bishop and assures the Diocese that, 
with the plans for the building of 
houses along the highway further 
south, a large population will be 
available far enough away from the 
Church of St. Francis and the Incar- 
nation to merit the attention and in- 
vestment of the Diocese. A few sites 
have already been secuted by other 
communions, We should now estab- 
lish a church school in some private 
home and as soon as funds are avail- 
able secure the services of a parish 
priest on full-time; and we ought also 
to purchase a lot before suitable loca- 
tions are preempted. 
V. PrrTsBuURG-BRENTWOOD 

During the war the population of 
both these areas increased greatly and 
there has come an earnest appeal from 
the missions in both places for as- 
sistance in securing a qualified parish 
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priest to minister to both missions, 
until one or the other, or both, are 
ready to support themselves. In each 
place we have a church, but no vicar- 
age. The building at Pittsburg has a 
chancel at one end and a stage at the 
other and can serve the double pur- 
pose of church and parish house. The 
housing shortage makes it imperative 
that we secure a dwelling for the one 
who is to minister to this field. The 
churches are about 12 miles apart. 


VI. HuNTER’s POINT 


One of our chaplains located 38 
Episcopal families in this area. We 
have been advised that the Naval In- 
stallations at Hunter’s Point will be 
permanent and that, with a man of 
evangelistic zeal, a strong mission can 
be built from the nucleus of church 
people already discovered there. We 
have not, at this time, lot or buildings 
and we can assume but little help 
from the local area until a few years 
of diligent pastoral work is under- 
taken. Here, as elsewhere, the key to 
our problem is the full-time service of 
a missionary-minded priest. 

VII. St. ALBAN’s, ALBANY 

St. Alban’s now worshipping in a 
rented store, has entirely outgrown 
its present quarters. Under the lead- 
etship of the Rev. Randolph C. Mil- 
ler and with the dramatic assistance 
of Mr. Frank Sibelia, the people of 
St. Alban’s have purchased a new 
well-located lot and have amassed 


six or seven thousand dollars 


toward the construction of a new 
building or buildings. This is our 
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only need at present in St. Alban’s— 
new buildings. Here again the Dio- 
cese has the assurance of sacrificial 
effort on the part of the local con- 


gtegation and of steady and sturdy 


Alisal is a town near Salinas, where 
the Rev. Keppel Hili feels that we 
have a dramatic opportunity. The 
Salinas vestry writes eagerly for an 
assistant priest in this fertile field. 
We quote from the letter of the Se- 
niot Warden: “With the fast growing 
districts, including East Salinas in 
particular, and the smaller towns be- 
tween Salinas and Soledad to the 
south, we feel that St. Paul’s could 
underwrite a portion of the expense 
of an assistant, if the Diocese would 
take care of the remainder until such 
time as the project would become 
self-supporting. There is unlimited 

opportunity to reach hundreds of 
families in the Alisal District through 
the establishing of a mission there. 
Several denominational bodies of the 
emotional type ate springing up, but 
what is really needed is an Episcopal 
Mission where many eastern families 
already settled can have the advan- 
tages of the Church brought to them.” 

In this brief survey we have omitted 
mentioning some missions that have 
recently become patishes, like the 
Church of the Incarnation in San 
Francisco. They are planning to te- 
locate in a more strategic area, where 
the cost of a propet church installa- 
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entirely justified, is 
i Also, we mention 
only by name the fact that, except for 
the little mission at Lomita Park, we 
have no church between Burlingame 
and St. Barnabas Mission, San Fran- 
cisco; that in Contra Costa County, to 
which many of our churchmen are 
now moving, we shall soon be asked 
to consider establishing another mis- 
sion, probably at Orinda, Hidden 
Valley or Happy Valley. Obviously, 
we cannot begin to meet all of the 
challenges but if the Diocese is to be 
strong in the future it must take dd- 


vantage of the responsibility that the 


changes, due to the war, have laid 
upon us. 

The Diocesan Council has already 
felt the need of missionary effort in 
the region around CAPITOLA. The 
Bishop will meet with the people of 
St. John’s to discuss the placing of a 
clergyman doing full-time service in 
this rapidly growing section along 
Highway No. 1 and including such 
places at Soquel, Aptos, Rio del Mar, 
etc. 


Already seven chaplains who have 
been separated very recently, or are 
about to be separated, have indicated 
their interest in service in the Diocese 
of California. They are men of ex- 
perience and ability. We cannot hold 
them over long. 

Maintenance of these men and 
theit families, if they can be secured 


~** and supported will require a substan- 


tial outlay for the next few years. The 
missionaty enterprise is indivisible. 
We have been least successful in re- 
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cent years in the establishment of new 
parishes. Now we have a God-given 
opportunity. 

We are confident that we can ful- 
fill our future obligation to the Na- 
tional Church in this emergency and, 
at the same time, take adequate care of 
the needs that challenge us here in 
the Diocese.

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European Conditions 
Are Desperate 


Responsible students of current his- 
tory are acutely aware of the suffering 
and destitution throughout the war- 
stricken ateas of Europe. Millions of 
church men and women of the United 
States are expressing their concern for 
the recovery and rehabilitation of 
church and community life by gifts of 
money and 

They are particularly disturbed by 
the harrowing details received from 
their own official representatives of 
the imminent threat of large-scale 
starvation and epidemic disease, not- 
ably in Central Europe. Their eye- 
witness accounts supplement most 
vividly official admissions of serious 
shortages of food, clothing, fuel, 
medicines and other necessities. 

In particular, leaders of the Epis- 
copal Church feel that existing and 
impending conditions, with their con- 
sequent demoralization and cynicism, 
seriously jeopardize the building of 


the kind of society for which such 


great sacrifices have been made. Im- 
mediate relief service is the best 
demonstration of the values of the 
democratic ideal as a bulwark against 
the despair and anarchy that are in- 
duced by present misery and a future 
devoid of hope. —

Church Plans Extension Of 
Work In Liberia 


New York, N. Y.— Mrs. Paul 
Robeson, at the end of her recent 
book, African Journey, said, ‘For the 
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first time since the penetration of 
Africa by the white man, the people 
of the world will have to consider the 
people of Africa. Until this war, with 
few exceptions, the only people who 
were even vaguely aware of Africans 
as human beings were missionaries.” 
Such reasons, in addition to the 


Church’s constant Mission to go into — 


all the world, preaching, teaching, 
and healing, prompt present plans in 
the Episcopal Church for a consider- 
able expansion of its work in Liberia, 
West Africa. The new bishop, the 
Rt. Rev. Bravid W. Harris, for years 
a Negro leader in this country, has 
arrived in his field, and is surveying 
needs and opportunities. Of the Re- 
construction and Advance Fund now 
being taised in the Episcopal Church, 
a portion will be allocated for Africa. 

Carveth Wells, writer of popular 
travel books, knows missionaries. In 
his recent book, Introducing Africa, 
there are nine references to mission- 
aries, all commendatory. While writ- 
ing of health activities in French 
Equatorial Africa, he said, “Most of 
this work is in the hands of the mis- 
sionaries, whose accomplishment in 
this dark region of Africa is typical of 
their work in the whole continent, 


ptaiseworthy beyond words.” 

“That kind of appreciation is fully 
metited by the missionary work in 
Africa, and as it can be expanded and 
- be more adequately supported, it will 
be still better and more effective,” 
commented the Epi spokesman 
at New York City Church head- 
quarters. 
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The Reborn German Church 


The most hopeful news from the 
offices of the World Council of 
Churches concerns the new “Evan- 
gelical Church of Germany,” which is 
a joining of Lutheran and Reformed 


Churches of both moderate and radi- 


cal wings. A brief quotation from 
the Treysa Conference statement in- 
dicates their attitude: 

“God's wrath has broken upon us. 
God's hand is heavy upon us. It is 
only by the goodness of God that we 


_ate not completely destroyed. 


“Today we admit: Long before 
God spoke in wrath, He sought us 


-with the word of His love and we did 


not listen. Long before our churches 
became piles of rubble, our pulpits 


were restricted and our prayers were 


silenced. Shepherds allowed their 
flocks to languish, and congregations 
deserted their pastors. 
“Long before the sham 

of our land broke down, justice had 
been thwarted. Long before men were 
murdered, men had become mere 
ciphers, and for this reason of no 
worth. When a man’s life becomes 
worthless, he thinks nothing of tak- 
ing human life. 


“But in spite of all the failure of 


the Church and the people, God has 


' given men and women of many faiths 


strength to oppose injustice and ar- 
bitrariness even to the point of suffer- 
ing and death. Now the door is open 
once again. Those prayers which we 
had to say silently behind walls and 
those plans which we had to make in 
secret can now be brought out into the 
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open. Many godly people in the dark- 
ness of a prison cell and the forced 
idleness which came with it have 
thought out the new order for the 
Church and the people. Now anyone 
who as a Christian publicly takes over 
responsibility wants supremely to 
serve, and does not seek power. 

“The Church, too, has lost its fet- 
ters. It hopes for something new for 
its preaching and its order. Its erst- 
while captivity has ended, and for 
that we rejoice. And so we stand be- 
fore Evangelical Christianity and call 
upon pastors and people for a Church 
reborn. We call to our people: Turn 
again to God.” 

It is that the control of 
this newly formed Church is in the 
hands of staunch anti-Nazis. A man 
over 70 years of age, heroic Bishop 
Theophilus Wurm of Stuttgart, is the 
head of the Council of the Church. 
This Council also issued a statement, 
in which it hopes for a new begin- 
ning, expressing regret for the spirit 
which they opposed, which “found 
terrible expression in the National So- 


cialist regime of violence, but we. 


accuse ourselves for not witnessing 
more courageously.” 

There is hope in Germany if this 
reborn Church is permitted to express 
itself and if it loses its Lutheran sepa- 
ration from the state and becomes ac- 
tive in social affairs.

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Japan Needs Christianity 

A deputation of American Church 
leaders, just returned from Japan, re- 
ports that the people of that country 
are ‘wide open” for the preaching of 
the Christian Gospel. The deputation 
included Bishop James C. Baker, 
chairman of the International Mis- 
sionary Council ; Dr. Walter Van Kirk 
of the Federal Council of Churches; 
Dr. Douglas Horton of the World 
Council of Churches and Dr. Luman 
J. Shafer of the Foreign Missions 
Conference of North America. They 
believe that there were few defections 
among the 400,000 Christians, and 
they want American Churches to send 
a group of missionaries to Japan im- 
mediately, to take advantage of the 
opportunity ‘to demonstrate Chris- 
tianity’s superiority over Buddhism 
and Shintoism’ now that the military 
influence which upheld these cults is 
being liquidated. 


Evangelism Needs 
New Language 


Use of “simple and non-technical” 
language was urged by the Arch- 
bishop of York, the Rt. Rev. Cyril 
Forster Garbett, in a plea for new 
methods of evangelism. 

“Much of our theological vocabu- 
lary is Arabic to the man in the 
street,” declared the Archbishop. 
“The unchanging Gospel must be 
preached in modern terms so that the 
man of science and the artisan can 
equally know what we mean.” 
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Your Money Answer 
To Dire Need 


The National Council voted that 
10% of the Reconstruction and Ad- 
vance Fund shail be devoted to re- 
lieving desperate need of Christian 
people in Europe and Asia. ‘In view 
of the desperate world situation,” 
said the Council’s statement, ‘‘we call 
upon the people of the Church to put 
forth their maximum efforts on behalf 
of the Reconstruction and Advance 
Fund in the hope that the total of 
gifts may be, not the minimum of five 
million dollars, but not less than 
$8,800,000. As Christians we dare 
not neglect this responsibility and are 
confident that God will give us wis- 
dom and strength as we meet this 
opportunity to bring hope and life to 
His children in their dire need.”

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A Thanksgiving 
For the Life and Work of the Rev. William M. Bours 
By THE Rt. Rev. Epwarp L. Parsons 


When the Reverend William M. 
Bours died somewhat over a year ago, 
the bare notices in the Church papers 
of his death gave no adequate account 
of the contribution to the Church 
which he had rendered in his long 
ministry. I regret that such should be 
the case, but even so, I am delighted 
to have the excuse for saying some 
things about one of our clergy than 
whom none was ever more devoted, 
loyal and self-sacrificing. 

He began his mature life in busi- 
ness, but turned shortly to the minis- 
try, graduated at the Berkeley Divinity 
School in 1895, came back to Cali- 
fornia, where he began his work as a 
missionary in the San Joaquin Valley. 
In 1898 he’ came back to San Fran- 
cisco, assisted for a year at the Good 
Samaritan Mission, and then became 
rector of St. Peter’s Church which 
was at that time situated on Stockton 
Street opposite Columbus Square in 


the Italian Quarter. It was during 


his rectorship that because of the 
steady impouring of Italians it was 
decided to move the church. But the 
earthquake and fire came before that 
was accomplished. The church was 
burned down, a temporary building 
was erected, and just at that time the 
opportunity opened for Mr. Bours to 
serve in the double capacity of City 
Missionary and Secretary to Bishop 
Nichols. For the rest of Bishop 


Nichols’ life he served him as Chap- 
lain and Sectetary, giving him a few 
afternoons of work each week, and 
assisting him in various of his respon- 
sibilities. The Bishop came to depend 
upon him greatly because of his devo- 
tion, his intelligent and sympathetic 
understanding of the Bishop's te- 
sponsibilities, and his readiness to 
give himself unstintingly. It was, 
however, in the City Mission work 
that his fine pastoral ability came into 
full play. Until his retirement he 
served as City Missionary in the city 
public institutions, taking charge also 
on Sundays of the little church in 
Corte Madera. For several years the © 
Federation of Churches paid part of 
his salary, and he represented the 
Protestant churches of the city so far 
as he could in the hospital work. He 
came to be greatly loved everywhere. 
His friends were innumerable. The 
old people at Laguna Honda looked 
for him, waited for him eagerly, re- 
sponded everywhere to his coming. 
In the City and County Hospital he 
brought cheer and comfort’ wherever 
he went. He was always thinking of 
others, never of himself. One often 
regrets that a memorial written in the 


hearts of men as is his, would seem 


to have so short a life, but we can 

remember that after all, those hearts 

do not die, and that in God's great

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Charles Connick, Designer Of 
Cathedral Windows, Dies 


Dr. Charles J. Connick, 70, inter- 
nationally known designer and maker 
of stained glass and creator of the win- 
dows of Grace Cathedral, whose win- 
dows have been placed in churches 
of all faiths from coast to coast and in 


Starting as a professional artist at 
19 by sketching sports events for a 
Pittsburgh newspaper, he was soon 
introduced to his life career by a 
Pittsburgh stained-glass artist. He es- 
tablished a Boston studio in 1912, 
and his workshop at 9 Harcourt St., 


Back Bay, became an artistic show- 


place. 

Some of his most famous windows 
are in St. Patrick’s Cathedral and the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine, in 
New York City; the Princeton Uni- 
versity Chapel, illustrating Dante’s 
Divine Comedy; Heinz Memorial 
Chapel of the University of Pitts- 
burgh, and churches in Detroit, Chi- 
cago and Minneapolis. 

He wrote many essays and a book 
on stained glass art. Dr. Connick 


won the Logan Medal in Applied

Dr. Coulson Buried From 
Grace Cathedral 


Dr. Nathaniel Thomas’ Coulson 
was an humble man who regarded 
philanthropy as one of the fine arts 
and he wanted no epitaph, no monu- 
ment, no eulogy. All he asked was 
that one day after his death his ashes 
be placed in the crypt of his beloved 
Grace Cathedral, beneath the north 
tower end thet were the 
ucts of his beneficerce. 
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Dr. Coulson died on December 
18th at the age of 92. He spent his 
later years in self-imposed poverty 
while devoting almost his entire in- 
come toward fulfillment of his dream 
of a Grace Cathedral with two towers 
and chimes that would bring the edi- 
fice world-wide fame. 

Under his will, the great bulk of a 
$25,000 estate now will be available 
for that purpose. 

Funeral services were held Decem- 
ber 20th from Grace Cathedral. 
Bishop Block officiated. 


Death Claims 
Mrs. George Reed 


Mrs. George Reed peacefully 
slipped out of this world on Monday, 
December 10th, after four years of 
suffering. For almost fifty years Mrs. 
Reed was a member of the Board of 
the Protestant Episcopal Old Ladies’ 
Home and for the same length of 
time was a member of the California 
Needle Work Guild. For many years 
she was also a member of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society. During all that 
time she was a Church School teacher, 
first under the Rev. W. I. Kip, Jr., 
and Dr. Turner at the Cathedral Mis- 
sion of the-Good Samaritan, later at 
St. Barnabas’ where she had charge of 
the infant class. It was difficult to 


gtaduate children, for they never 


. wanted to leave Mrs. Reed’s class. 


Through the Needle Work Guild she 
was able to help parents with large 
families, so that the little ones could 


-have clothes enough to keep warm, 
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Here is one example of her sympa- 
thetic touch: One day when going 
across the Bay on one of those good 
old Ferry Boats where one could have 
a pleasant chat with a friend, a nicely 
dressed lady came up to Mts. Reed 


and asked, “Are you Mrs. Reed?” 


“Yes.” “Do you remember a young 
gitl coming to you in great trouble, 
and when the time came you secured 
for her proper shelter and care and 
then found a good home for her 
baby?” “Yes, I remember.” “Well, I 
was that young girl and I now want 
you to meet my husband.” I say unto 
you, that likewise joy shall be in 
heaven over one sinner that reperiteth, 
more than over ninety and nine just 
persons, which need no repentance. 

That is just one instance of the 
Christ-like spirit that shone from the 
heart of Mrs. Reed and that is why so 
many came from the Excelsior District 
to pay their last respects to her 
memory. 


The Rev. L. C. Kelley Dies 


The Rev. Leslie Constant Kelley, 
58, died September 28, 1945, at the 
Veterans Hospital at Yountville after 
a lengthy illness. : 


He served as a member of the State 
Athletic Commission from January, 
1931, to December, 1933. At the time 
of this service he was rector of St. 
Paul’s Episcopal Church in San Fran- 
Cisco. 

The Rev. Mr. Kelley was well- 
known for his work with youth 
groups, as well as for his keen interest 
in athletics. He was a native of 
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Fresno, the son of the Rev. Douglas 
O. Kelley, pioneer San Joaquin Val- 
ley Episcopal clergyman, who in later 
years served as canon of Grace Cathe- 
dral in San Francisco.

Harold H. Kelley, Superintendent of 
the Seamen’s Church Institute of New 
York.

We 
have a fine collection of worthwhile 
books, and a few users are enjoying 
them greatly. We have decided, how- 
ever, that most people are too busy— 
of something—to borrow books by 
mail. And since we are not equipped 
with the time or the means to conduct 
a “bookmobile” service to the homes 


_ of the diocese we are casting about for 


‘means of making our library more 
available. 


This month an which 
looks most attractive has been inau- 
gurated in one parish where several 
lay people have volunteered to take 
turns in acting as custodians. This is 
a patish where a good deal of hand- 

shaking and coffee drinking takes 
place in the hall after church. Guild 
books ate right there in the midst of 
the congregation, complete with some 
one to lend them and receive them 
back. The plan is still too new for us 
to speak with confidence, but we think 
it is going to be highly successful. 

The only serious trouble with this 
is that if we don’t look out we shall 
find ourselves a parochial lib 


cary. 
And while we are very fond of this 


particular group we don’t want them 
or anyone else to think that the Guild 
library belongs in their parish house. 
Isn’t there someone in each of the 


other parishes in the diocese who 
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would like to serve as custodian in his 
or her local group, and handle books 
fer us? 

If this appeal is answered with any 
sort of enthusiasm we shall find our- 
selves faced with a book shortage, but 
that is certainly better than a reader 
shortage. And néw members will 
bring money for new books. We have 
no funds except our membership fec 
of one dollar a year, and a ten cent a 
week rental charge. Organizations, 
such as choirs, auxiliaries, and the 
like, may have group memberships at 
five dollars a year. And because we 
know that some people will be at- 
tracted by a book but won’t want to 
become membets, we will rent a book 
to anyone in the congregation for a 
quarter, and promise that it all goes 
in the book fund. 

We also have some guild members 
who would be willing to arrange to 
talk on current religious books and 
bring books to display at guild meet- 
ings. Is anyone interested? —

Saint Margaret’s House 

It is of paramount importance that 
the women trained for Church work 
be ready to accept the leadership 
which will be given to them in the 
positions they will hold upon gradu- 
ation.

There is first the necessity to locate 
the area of responsibility which is 
generally given to the woman worker. 
This responsibility she holds under 


the authority of the Cloth, be it worn 


by Bishop, Priest, or Deacon. In a 
seminar course entitled “The Ministry 
of Women” St. Margaret’s House 
students are being helped to find their 
function, both as members of a group 
and as individuals. The course is 
supplemented by addresses made by 
women now serving in the Church. 
Mrs. Eleanor Batte has presented the 
work of the volunteer through the 
National Woman’s Auxiliary; Miss 
Phyllis Aden, a regional secretary of 
the National Student Volunteer Move- 
ment, has presented the work of the 
missionary ; Mrs. Caroline Tyson, the 
work of the college secretary. Women 
serving the Church as Sisters in a 
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Convent, as deaconesses, as rutal 
workers, as parish advisors in Chris- 
tian Education, as social workers are 
all included in the series which will 
continue throughout the second quar- 
ter. 

There is second the need for prac- 
controlled, situation.

“In trying to explain the real mean- 
ing of Jesus, the early church did 
something more important than ex- 
plaining it—they succeeded in con- 
veying it.” This is the underlying 
theme of John Knox’s CHRIST THE 
Lorp (Willett, Clark, $1.75), a book 
summarizing the thought of the New 
Testament concerning Jesus. Dividing 
the book into three sections, the 
author spends his first three Ayre lec- 
tures on “He Was Remembered,” the 
next on “He Was Known Still,” and 
the last two on “He Was Interpreted.” 
As in his previous volume on THE 
Man Curist: Jesus, here is a com- 
bination of the finest biblical scholar- 
ship which leads to a positive faith. 
His critical eye is undimmed, but his 
eye of faith shines through all these 
pages. He makes valuable and im- 
and Christology, metaphor and myth, 
history and dogma, concrete fact and 
abstract idea — and yet he shows 
where these merge together i in Chris- 
tian faith. This book is proof of the 
assertion that biblical scholarship in 
the hands of devoted Christians leads 
toa deepening of faith. It makes it 
clear that history supports sound doc- 
trine and that sound doctrine comes 
from thorough scholarship. This is 


not for timid souls, however, for Dr. 
Knox presents the strong stuff of his- 
torical honesty without regard to 
bibliolatry. 

JoHN Henry NEwMAN, by 
Moody (Sheed & Ward, $3.75), has 
its justification in the eyes of the au- 
thor in that it is written with more 
understanding than is possible to 
those who have not life himself and 
Cardinal Newman trod the same path — 
out of the English Church into the 
Roman. Moody, a figure of prom- 
inence in the financial world and 
publisher of Moody's Investor Ser- 
vice, knows -well how to write and 
organize his material. Anglicans will 
appreciate the book for the generous 
amount of space given to Newman's 
Anglican years and for the full treat- 
ment of the Tractarian (Oxford) 
Movement of the Church of Eng- 
land in the nineteenth century, which 
was the cause of Newman’s and many 
others’ defection to Rome. Because 
of the author's personal religious 
history, it is by no means an unbiased 
and objective study. The volume is 
divided into two sections, the Angli- 
can Years and the Catholic Years. In 
the first part, the stages of the jour- 
ney to Rome taken by Newman are 
treated with some care, but to the 
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logical reader there are gaps in the 
steps taken, missing links in his spir- 
itual progress, not supplied by the 
author. Perhaps he could not. New- 
man undoubtedly made jumps which 
he never documented, but described 
as “by faith.” Copious quotations 
from Newman’s published works are 
wisely given, especially at critical 
stages, to explain his action. For 
example, Newman could never have 
taken the final plunge until he first 
satisfied himself that Roman depar- 
ture from primitive Christian faith 
and practice had an acceptable ex- 
planation. The answer to this prob- 
lem he worked out in terms of “de- 
velopment.” At this. point, Moody 
wisely uses generous quotations from 
Newman's essay on the Development 
of Doctrine. This book will interest 
all English-speaking Christians, for 
Newman has a charm for most and 
commands a univetsal interest not 
chiefly for his hierarchical eminence 
but for his unusual literary excellence 
and his unquestioned saintliness.

Joseph Clokey’s IN Every CORNER 
SING (Morehouse-Gorham, 50c, pa- 
per), deserves to be widely known. 
It was written for laymen, “so that 
he may listen to the music of the 
Church intelligently and through it 
worship effectively.” And what is so 
important here is a book with in- 
numerable practical suggestions for 
the small church, and for - amateur 
otganists and choirs. It is so simply 
written that even those without tech- 
nical training in music can understand 
it. (Charles F. Whiston). 
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I BEHELD His Giory, by John 
Evans (Willett, Clark, $1), is a small 
book recounting a few of the inci- 
dents of the last week of Jesus’ life 
through the eyes and ears of Corne- 
lius the Centurion. Written by the 
religious editor of the Chicago T'ri- 
bune, it is itself written in newspaper 
style, reads easily. Its greatest value 
is certainly not its religious insight, 
but in a simple familiarity of the reli- 
gious background of the time. It is a 
newspaper condensation of The Robe 
in essence. (Charles F. Whiston). 


For those interested in technical 
religious philosophy, EMPIRICAL 
PHILOSOPHIES OF RELIGION, by John 
Alfred Martin, Jr. (King’s Crown 
Press, $2, paper), will be a delight. 
It is a careful and thorough study of 
three “empirical idealists” (Hocking, 
Brightman, Boodin) and two ‘‘empir- 
ical realists” (Macintosh, Wieman). 
Each of these philosophers of reli- 
gion is exposed to the merciless anal- 
yses of the writer. He points to the 
confusion surrounding the term “‘em- 
piricism,’” which may mean “‘tough- 
mindedness,” ‘an appeal to expe- 
rience,’ or “use of induction,” and 
he indicates some of the underlying 


biases of the particular men under 


discussion. All of these men owe 
much to William James, who was 
“perhaps at the same time wiser and 
more ‘empirical’ than they.” This 
book provides valuable correctives 
for America’s most distinguished 
contribution to theological method, 
which is theology based upon a criti- 
cal analysis of experience.

The new Bishop of Liberia, Bravid 
W. Harris, a graduate of the Bishop 
Payne Divinity School, Petersburg, 
Va., is the thirteenth Negro Angli- 
can bishop to serve in Africa. S. A. 
Crowther, Bishop of the Niger, 1864, 
was the first; Samuel D. Ferguson, 
Bishop of Liberia, 1885, was the sec- 
ond; and there have been ten assistant 
bishops in West Coast dioceses. 

When the sixty boarding school 
girls at Emery Hall, Bromley, Liberia, 
heard how the Chinese girls and boys 
of the Hankow Diocesan School

He retired when he could no 
longer carry on the heavy City Mis- 
sionary work. He continued to the 
end of his life, however, as Chaplain, 
in the end really Honorary Chaplain 
to the Bishop of the Diocese. During 
his last years he suffered the great 
sorrow of the loss of his wife. H 
life after that time was very lonely, 
but he solaced himself, not only by 
his reading, but by constant writing. 
Many a booklet he wrote and had 
printed, some dealing with the his- 
tory of the diocese as he had seen it, 
some expounding this or that aspect 
of Christian life. He also wrote for 
one of the Masonic journals.
